Egypt’s Prosperity. 

It is estimated that if Egyptian cotton 
maintains its present price, and taking the 
crop at a minimum of six and a quarter 
million cantars, thig season’s campaign will 
absorb over fivemillion pounds sterling more 
than last year.

Emigrants to the nomber of 160 
have arrived at Alexandria, and work fur 150 
of these has been found by the committee in 
charge of the fund. 


Banquet to Sirdar. 

Mahmoud Pasha Saleiman, second secretary 
ot the Legislative Council, is giving a banquet 
at bia residence iu Cairo today to the Sirdar, 
Sir Reginald Wingate Pasha, and Sir Radolph 
Slatin Pasha. A namber of other English 
officera ot the Egyptian Army will be among 
the guests. 

French Crulser at Port Said. 

The French second claas craicer Alger, boand 
for Djibouti, arrived at Port Said on Sanday, 
She will probably pasa through the Canal 
to-day. She is one of their oldest vessele, 
being laid down in 1+87, but she was re- 
armed in 1899, and modernized in other ways. 


Suez Canal. 

On the 13th and 14'h October, 25 vessels, of 
wh‘oh 11 were northward and 14 were south- 
ward boand, transited the canal, and paid for 
transit and passenger toll F'r, 702,928.23. Of 
these, 14 were British, 1 German, 1 Raasian, 
4 Amorican, 2 Datch, 1 Ottoman, 1 Italian, 
and 1 French. The total receipts since 
October 1 ere Fr. 3,738,789.08 and during 
that time 140 vessels transited the Canal,

Rodah Bridge. 

Considerable progress, it appears, has been 
made these Jast few months in the corstraction 
of Rodab Bridge.

It is over 
this bridge that a tramway—that between 
O'd Csiro and the Pyramids—will, for tha 
first time in history, crosa the Nile. ‘The pres- 
ent Kesrel Nil-Pyramids line will perforce 
require to be sligh''y deviated to join this 
new tramway, but will suffer no loss thereby.

The faneral 
will take place to-morrow morning at the 
British Cometory. 

This is the second case of typhoid fever 
whicb has occurred on board the Venus since 
her arrival io Egyptian waters, the first of 
which was Captain Eyre, who is in hospital at 
Port Said. 


THE PLAGUES. 


Daring the week ending on the 14th inst., 
6 cases of bubonic plague were reported for 
the whole of Egypt, viz. 3 at Alexandria, 2 at 
Suez, and one in the Minieh district. From 
January to October 14, 492 cases of plague 
have been reported, against 264 daring the 
corresponding period in 1905 and 814 in 1904. 

JTo-day’s bulletin records a fresh case at 
Alexandria, the patient being a boy living in 
the Goumrouk quarter. Oae case was discharg- 
ed as cured. 

During the week endiog on the 15th inst., 
17 cases of cattle plagve were reported, viz., 
12 at Bibeh, Beni Souef Mondirieh, 2 at Fashn, 
2 at Beni Mazar, and one at Abou Tig.

ST. GQEORGB’S CHURCH, 
JERUSALEM. 

The Bishop in Jerusalem, assisted by Canon 
Dowling and the Rev. R. Maclanes, lately 
dedicated the anonymous gft of an Italian 
marble font, for total immersion, daring even- 
song. At the west end of St. George’s Collegiate 
Church, Jerusalem, there is on the north side 
a large baptistery, in the centre of which stands 
the fine canopied font, the gift of Queen 
Victoria. The new font, designed’ by and 
executed under the direction of Mr. G@.E. 
Jeffery, F.R.I.B.A., the architect of the College 
buildings, is placed directly under the three 
light window at the east end of the baptistery. 
The design of the decoration of the baptistery 
is the sama as that of the chancel, thas giving 
equal prominence to the doctrine ot the two 
sacraments ordained by Christ Himself. 

A font for the immersion of adalts is a ne- 
cessity where the universal castom of total im- 
mersion is common to all Eastern branches of 
the Church. The Church Missionary Society at 
Old Cairo have found font of this description 
most useful. The only other Anglican font—a 
circular one —in Tarkey is within the baptistery 
of the Crimean Memorial Charch, Constan- 
tinople. 

The writer remembers a remark once made 
by Mgr. Garasimos, the late Patriarch of Jerusa- 
lem, to Bishop Blyth —‘l admit the validity 
of Anglican Ordere, but I am not quite satisfied 
about your baptisms.

WELLCOME RESEARCH LABORATORIES 


The second report of the Wellcome Research 
Laboratories of the Gordon College bas been 
issued and ia fall of instructive and encoarag- 
ing detail, showing, ss it does, the steady 
onward march of civilisation. ‘T'wo years have 
now passed siuce the issue of the first report 
and it may be permitted briefly to recall the 
primary facte. Than this college, institated 
in the place of his death, no better memorial to 
Gordon could be conceived. Here we have no 
concern with the work in primary education 
which that college accomplishes ; merely we 
may note that one of the native pupils so 
educated has been appointed as clerk to the 
laboratories.} It is foand that the native is 
unfit as a subject for scientific education, 
indeed, it was very soon found that his assist- 
ance in the laboratories could not be counted 
upon; “he cannot be trusted beyond the bottle- 
washing stage.” This, perhaps, will not 
appear the most amazing of facts, except to 
the purblind and pernicious folk who persist 
io assuming that the lower races of mankind 


that the Nile province of Uganda is in close 
proximity to the Sadan. "This led one to 
fear,’ says Dr. Balfour, “that, if Glossina 
palpalis existed on the Upper White Nile in 
Sudan territory, the disease might spread and 
play havoc amongst the Baris, Dinkas, and 
other tribes inhabiting that region.” The fly 
which Dr. Balfour names—or rather the gnat 
—has been proved by his fellow-coauntryman, 
Colonel Brace, to play in sleeping sickness the 
same part as the morqaito called Anopheles 
claviger plays in malaria. Unfortenately, 
closely allied species of gnats are familiar in the 
Sadan. The most important work has been dove 
on this sabject. Trypanosomiasis has been re- 
cognised as extremely prevalent in certain 
parts of the Sudan, effecting donkeys, horses, 
and mules, and due, as was long ago observed, 
tothe bites of tsetse flies. The disease has 
been very carefolly studied in cattle and the 
equine species, both as regards the modes of 
infection and the symptoms. A good deal of 
therapeutic research has also been done: 
notably in what seems to bea very hopefal 
direction—that is to say, the use of the blood 
serom of big game whose habitat is in try- 
panosome-infected areas.

When a great 
maritime Power suchas England, in order to 
maintain a doubtfal claim, mobilizes its fleet 
and launches it against a Power as feeble on 
the sea as Tarkey, it is not an act of diplomacy 
bat of violence, an act which can in no way be 
reckoned as a moral victory. In fact, Lord 
Cromer’s victory cost him all the influence 
which he had been able to gain in twenty five 
years among the Massulmans of Egypt...... 
From this school-boy’s error committed by 
Lord Cromer surges the present phantom of 
pretended fanaticism on the Nile.

Chemical Laboratory. 


The report of Dr. William Baam, who controls 
the Chemical Laboratory, is a~model of what 
such a report should be. The present volume 
contatns accounts of exhaustive studies of Nile 
water, the milk supply of Khartoum, the va- 
rious grains found iu the Sudan, its salt and 
limestone and gnm arabic. Stady has also 
been made of a number of special varieties of 
gam, and these must ultimately be of con- 
siderable commercial importance. The study 
of rare native poisons has also been prosecuted. 
During the year 1905 Dr. Neave did much 
valuable work for the laboratories as travelling 
pathologist and nataralist. This work has 
mainly dealt with verions parasitic diseases, 
and notably the disease now known as trypano- 
somiasis, of which sleeping sickness is the 
last stage. Mr. King, also, has done good 
work ag economic entomologist. The subject 
with which he is concerned has jast been 
recognised, we believe, in the University ot 
Manchester. It isof the fi-st pratical import- 
ance on all the tropical bounds of our Empire.

Unfortunately, the news of 
this droggist’s fame reached the ears of the 
Board of Health authorities in tha followng 
manner: A native farmer bought some of the 
erotic potion and gave it to his wife to drink, 
after having partaken of a strong draught him- 
self. The result was that they both suffered 
excruciating agonies in the stomach. The 
victims reported the matter and the Board of 
Health brought an action against the draggist. 

In Court the prosecutors produced a bottle 
of the mysterious aphrodisiac, which they de- 
clared contained ingredients of a poisonons 
character, buat Mohamed Rayan, who was repre- 
sented by M-itre Gaston Levy, pleaded that 
the liqueur was merely compounded of boiled 
carrots in the form of herb tes. The Ministére 
Pablic demanded that the incriminated love 
potion should be carefully analysed by ap 
expert and that the druggery of the defendant 
should be shut ap. Jadgment will be given at 
the end of next week,

The firmness of the market in Manchester, 
together with the diatant delivery still reqnired 
by mannfecturers, tended to keep prices up at 
this end. In fact, in some cases, higher prices 
have been asked and paid than those which 
ruled last month, and it appears likely that we 
shall see still higher figures here during the 
next few months. This is very much to be 
desired,as the prices which have ruled: through- 
oot the Summer have in many articles been 
uoremunerative. Buyers, in many instances, 
are in treaty for forward business, but sellers 
do not seem inclined to close with them unless 
at their own quotations. Everything seems to 
point to a busy season at better prices than 


those which have obtained so far this year. - 


In hemp and tow yarns there has not been 
much doing, but buyers fally realise that prices 
are unlikely to recede for come time to come, 
and many transactions have been put through 
for delivery during the first few months of next 


year. 


Lancashire cotton ‘yarns have been in rather 
better demand daring the month and, in this 


article also, prices have been better. 


Altogether trade seems to be in a healthier 


condition than it has been for some little time, 


and hopes are genetally entertained tbat the 
next three months will improve the general 


result for tho year. 


UM RUS GOLD MINES OF EGYPT 


The statutory meeting of the shareholders 


of the Um Ras Gold Mines ot Egypt (Limited), 


at 6, Queen-street-place, London, last week was 


presided over by the chairman, Mr. J. Harvey, 
who said the company was formed on Jaly 5th 
Up to the present 135,585 shares had beep 
applied for, applications were still coming in, 


and the directora hoped that several more 
would be taken up. In Jaly 529 tons of ore 


were mined, and yislded 353 ounces of gold, 


valoed at £1,259 68. 9d. In August 692 tons of 


ore yielded §35 ounces of gold of the estimated 
value of £2,224. In addition to this, there was 
a later yield of 280 ounces. The Board and 
managers came to ths conclosion that the beat 
thing to do would be to suspend milling opera- 
tions temporarily and develop the property 
more than had hitherto been done, and also 
augment the regerve of ore, so that the monthly 
output coald be increased to the fall capacity 
of the mill. 

Mr. E. J. Haythornthwaite, a shareholder, 
said that the nomber of shares unissued was 
44,415, What did the directors propose to do 
with regard to these shares ? One thousand six 
hondred and eighty-six shares had been ap- 
plied for and not allotted. Why was that, and 
who had applied for them % 

The Chairman said the shares were original- 
ly offered to all the shareholders, and if any- 
one liked to apply for any more they would no 
doubt receive some. There was no option. The 
list was still open, and the directors had only 
that day allotted a farther number of shares. 
All that had beea applied for to date had been 


allotted, The direotors did not intend to put 
the shares on the market, because it would 
not be right to the shareholders to do so. Tha 
money would all be paid op—it was quite 
good. Shareholders must be allowed some con- 
sideration. Probably they had been away and 
had not had time to pay the monay. He:believ- 
ed a mine never had been opened up so advan- 
tageously as this one. Roughly, £1,200 to 
£1,500 a month were the working expenses.
